this barbarity has been done 
away with, and more electrocu- 
tions have been done since this 
law than there were hangings in 
the past fifty years. 

The charge of the Judge dealt 
largely with the special laws 
governing ordinary violations of 
law. Especially severe were 
the comments of Judge Gordon 
upon the violation of the_^ law- 
known as destroying tobacco 
plant beds. He urged the grand 
jury to devote strenuous efforts 
at this term to find out who are 
guilty of destroying any plant 
beda in this county. These vio- 
laters were characterized by 
Judge Gordon as "selfish, mean, 
low-down contemptible persons, ' 
who ought to be put in the pen- 
itentiary. He has no patience 
with such a man as there is no 
excuse to justify a man in des- 
troying the chance of a man's 
making a living for a year. He 
has H right to plant tobacco if 
he wants to do so, and the man 
who interferes should be in the 
penitentiary. "I do not know," 
said Judge Gordon, "if there is 
any organization back of this, 
but if there is go after this or- 
ganization and put every mem- 
ber in the penitentiary. 

The grand jury should indict 
whenever the commonwealth 
presento reasonable proof. That 
portion of Judpe (lordon's charge 
relative to the «nforoeBieot of 
the liquor law forceful and most 
interesting. He stated that the 
enforcement of this law depend- 
ed on the sentiment of the peo- 
ple in a oommonity. 

It has only been thirty years 

since the people have been think- 
ing on thia subject and thio is 

the reason there are some com- 
munities where the sentiment is 
not in favor of the enforcement.

Mr. King is known the country 
ovnr on account of being the 
original discoverer of the split 
lo(r drag, one of the best uevices 
for road work in existence and 
one of the simplest and easiest 
of construction. He gave exhibi- 
tions of the merits of his device 
which attracted people for many 
miles. While here Mr. King 
i>aitl this office a pleasant and 
welcome visit. 

The date of his visit was con- 
fused in ?nmo way, he b' injr f^x- 
pected here Monday when as a 
matter of fact his contract was 
for Tuesday However he gave 
a splendid talk to an impromptuo 
crowd at the Court House Mon- 
day afternoon, and again Tues- 
day afternoon to a much la'- r -r 
crowd, also making ademorstra- 
tion of the manner of using the 
'"Kin^ Split Log Drag." Tins 
was beneficial or.r peojilo and 
we think ^^Ir. iving's visit wjU 
be the beginning of a new era !n 
road huildirpin Crittenden Co.. 
and that Mr. King will be the

prc-mised land of good roads at 
no cost. 

made in the next thirty years 
there will not be a drop of liiiuor 
manufactured in the co-.:ntry 
except for art and science, and 
this will be Uenaiured alcohol. 

"If the lies t«»ld in reference 
to the violation of this law were 
each a pebble there would be 
enough of them to pave hell from 
ona side to the other, " was one 
of the statements made by Judge 
Gordon when referring to the 
feeling that a man must protect 
one from whom fao boys whiskey 
illegally. 

It is the duty of every citizen 
to appear before the grard jury 
when subpoened and to answer 
all questions put to them truth- 
fully. 

The Judge cautioned the grand 
jury in regard to holding all pro- 
ceedings as strictly secret. He 
informed them that this grand 
jury could rfot indict one of their 
number, all 12 being exempt no 
matter what charge might be 
brought before them about and 
one of their number. 

All jail eases should be first 
considered. Any 9 grand jurors 
can return a true bill. 

The virtue of our womanhood 
must be protected, and the pen- 
alties for carnally knowing a fe- 
male underl6 years of age, and 
for seduction, under promise of 
marriage, of a femabe under 21 
years of age were especially 
noted by the judge. 

Murder, voluntary manslaugh- 
ter, involuntary manslaughter, 
malice, afore- thought, and in 
fact all the degrees of the tak- 
ing of human life were explained 
to the jury with the penalties at- 
tached io each case. All per- 
sons must exercise care as to 
avoid the taking of human life. 

Abortion in all its phases was 
explained to the jury and the 
penalties there-for. 

Judge Gordon's charge was 
instructive to all who heard it, 
jurors, and lawyers as well as 
others who were in the court 
room. Few of our laws are un^ 
derstood by the massof the public. 

The reading of the docket fol- 
lowed and court was opened tnd 
in full swing before noon.

For <?omp r'-n^on the arrival of 
Mr. King was delayed, so our 
Circuit Judge, the Hon. J. P. 
Ciordon, of Madisonville, who is 
holding court here this week, 
was prevailed on to tell tne crowd 
what had been done over in Hop- 
kins countv. 

"Mr. King visited us about a 
year ago," said Judge Gordon, 
"and he roused us up and told 
us about the "Split Log Drag." 
He gave us a practical, common- 
'ense talk. We took hold where 
he left off and now we have tiiree 
or four hundred miles of 
splendid road. Roads that are 
as smooth as floors r.nd v. hich 
remain in good condition in bad 
weather." 

Judge Gordon was very enthu- 
siastic in his descrir>tior. of the 
beautiful boulevards produced 
by the new plan of doin;:: the 
road work. Ho told of his own 
road out at his farm: a road he 
has been dragging for consider- 
able period. It seems that Judge 
Gordon himself made a "King 
Drag" about seven years ago 
and used it on his road witi. suc- 
cess. But he could not zet the 
neighborhood to adopt th<^ prac- 
tice until after the King meet- 
ing at which the Hoplrins county 
Coofl Road Association or- 
ganized. This road of ! ; the 
Judge said, stays crood ail the 
time and costs nothing but a lit- 
tle work done at the right time. 

"You've got a lot to learn." 
exclaimed Judge Gordon, "when 
you fret onto a split-log-drag. It 
looks nice and easy when you 
see Mr. King stand on the drag 
and drive ak>ng so smoothly, 
but when you come to try it you 
feel different." He learned to 
ride the drag himself, and then 
he taught his men. 

The highways of Hopkins coun- 
ty are divided into short sections 
and a farmer is iriaeed in charge 
of each section. These soctkms 
are from two to four miles in 
length and will be shortened as 
rapidly as possible. Because 
the authorties agreed with Mr. 
King in saying that a mile of 
road i« enough for one drag. 

The Judcro in humorous way, 
told of a meeting in one of the 
magisterial districts. The log 
drag was up for discussion. 
Some praised it and some found 
fault with it But the discuss- 
ion stopped when, Mr. Hunter, 
a saw mill owner, made a speech. 
Mr. Hunter stated that he own- 
ed (7) saw-mills, that all but 
one of them had been compelled 
to shut down because of the bad 
roads; that the one that had con- 
tinued in operation all winter 
was over on the Earlington and 
St. Charles road which had been 
dragged and which he had been 
able to log over right straight 
alon*. Mr. Hunter could huul 
fifteen hundred feet, (1,500), of 
lumber with one yoke over the 
St. Charles road when the same 
load would put the wheels in 
mud up to the hub on the other 
roada. TUe teetimei^r cktsed 
the controversy. 

The Judge convinced the vast 
audience of the praeticabiKty 
of the King-Split-Log-Drag.

The present plans, which pro- 
vide for a stone reinforced re- 
taining: wall of 58 feet on the 
government gauge will l>e chang- 
ed to 60 feet by raitinir andmak* 
ing it broader at tlie base and at 
the top. the latter being increas- 
ed to f»)ur or five feet in thick- 
ness.

Over that I And express cheap* 
er. I can send ten pounds 
maple sugar to Chicago for 
tnirty five cents. If I sent the 
same by parcel post it wnuld 
cost me seventy-nine cents. 

"Another way I have used the 
parcel post is in the saving of the 
farm team and the time of a 
man. Needing some extra pro- 
vision for dinner, I telephoned 
my meat man for four pounds of 
beefsteak to be sent out by par- 
cel post. The meat was deliver- 
ed to me by 11 o'clock, with a 
charge of only fourteen cents. 

"I have come to the conclusion 
that the parcelpost is only of 
benefit to farmers for small 
shipments and short distances. 

For long distances, especially 
on large packages, express rates 
are cheaper. But altogether, 
facilities for shipping are now 
much better tlian before we had 
parcelpost."

The plan of salvation as devised 
by the divine Father and reveal- 
ed in the life and teachings of 
the Lord Jesus Christ does not 
meet the approval of all mankind. 
The constitution and by-laws of 
the United States under which 
we have become one among the 
most intelligent and prosperous 
nations of the world docs not 
suit all our people in every dp- 
tail, and representatives meet 
ever/ two years to change and 
amend the laws of Kentucky. 
It seems folly to suppose that we 
tobacco growers should be able 
to prepare a code so perfect that 
no one can find objections. 

It was the purpose of the 
Madisonville oaeeting to f<Mrmu- 
latea constitution and by-laws 
to govern a new association and 
submit it to the tobacco growers 
of Kentucky for their approval 
to become effective when ratified 
by two thirds of the members of 
the assoeiationa desiring to con- 
solidate. 

There were piesent and parti- 
cipating in that meeting about 
300 repr^entative farmers, 
members of the Stemming Dis- 
trict Tobacco association, the 
Green River, the Dark Tobacco 
Protective and quite a number 
of the Equity and Farmers' Un- 
ion associations. From these 
were selected about twenty as a 
committee whose report repre- 
sents the best methods as learn- 
ed by study and experience in 
CO operative work among tobacco 
growers during the last eight 
years. 

It opens the way for tobacco 
growers to get together. It 
guarantees protection by the 
laws of Kentucky. It providea 
a system of marketing tobacco 
along well established businew 
lines. It protects member flrom 



possible fraud by requiring offi- 
cials to jjive sufflcient bond. It 
adopts the initiative and refer- 
endum and provides for recall. 
It insures democratic rule by 
a majority vote. It guards the] 
right of every member, giving i 
him a voice in transaction of all I 
business through his magisterial ; 
district committeeman. It limits 
the amount of e.\penses within 
reasonable bounds. It provides 
an easy way to alter or amend 
our laws. It insures a prorata 
distribution of proceeds of all 
sales of tobacco, ^ivin^r to every 
member his just share whether 
his individual crop is sold or not, 
and takes care of all unsold to- 
bacco until such time as it can 
be sold at a fair price. In short, 
it enables us to protect each 
other. 

It is now up to the officials of 
every tobacco association or pool 
in Kentucky to put the question 
fairly and squarely before their 
members and it is up to us to- 
bacco growers to say whether 
we will get together in one body 
with one selling head and secure 
a fair price for our tobacco, or 
remain in a separate associations 
fighting each other, thereby en- 
abling the buyer to get our to- 
bacco at less than cost of pro- 
duction. Everybody agrees that 
we should pet together and I

not he really desires to promote 
the interests of tobacco growers. 
The executive committee of the 
Stemming District association 
has set the first Saturday in July 
as the day to hold matristerial 
district meetings to ilt termine 
whether or not we are in favor 
of consolidating- I hope every 
member can attend this meeting 
in his district and will go on 
record in favor of getting to- 
gether. Please bear in mind 
this fact, unless as many as two- 
thirds vote in favor of consolida- 
tion the Stemming District asso- 
ciation wiU remain, as it is now.

RIVAL CANAL 



Nicaraxoa to Receive Tnree Mill- 
lass DoUan Far EzdssiTe 
Praidrist. 

Washington, June 18. -The 
United States will secure a per- 
petual and exclusive franchise 
for the building of an inter- 
oceanic canal through Nicaragua 
and also a naval station, togeth- 
er with several small island.s on 
the Pacific coast of that country. 
The Wilson administration has 
decided to support the treaty 
negotiated in the closing days of 
the Taft administration between 
the United States and Nicara- 
gua. 

Secretary Bryan has asked the 
senate committee on foreign re- 
lations to ratify the treaty now 
pending before it with only one 
cr two minor changes. Through 
the ratification of this treaty the 
Nicaraguan route will be for- 
ever closed to every nation ex- 
cept the United States. 

The concession for a naval 
base on the (ni!f of Fonseca, on 
the west coast is of more inltne- 
diate importance even than the 
exclusive Krant for the canal 
rights-of way. This naval base 
on the west coast will be the 
complement of the naval 
station which the United has ii 
recent years been establishing 
on the Island of Guantanamo. on 
the (>astern coast. 

In return for these concessions 
the government of Niagarua is 
to receive fS.OOO.ooo in money 
to be supplied for public works 
or public education in that 
country.
